George regarding disposition of faculty structures. 


Loyola's fee structure is only slightly higher than that of Sir 
George Williams and is lower than that of McGill University. 


As to Dawson College sharing Sir George Williams University 
facilities, this conjecture is news to me. 
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I should like to add that should Loyola's discussions with Sir 
George result in proposals for an association which both structures would 
find beneficial, both the Loyola and Sir George Williams communities will 
be presented with fullest information on all aspects of any change of 
status.
